matriculated at queen's College in 1624. About the year 1637 


he immigrated to Virginia, for it is so stated in the will of 
his mother, Dame Elizabeth Filmer, who was a sister of Sir 


Samel Argall, Deputy Governor and Admiral of Virginia from 


May 1617 to April 10, 1619. Henry Filmer settled in the County 


of James City and was a members of the House of Burgesses in 
1642-3. He was again a member in 1666-7, The loss of the 
James City and Warwick County records prevents the discovery 
of the identity of his wife and the exact knowledge of tie time 
of his death, the last extant record of him beings dated 1673.
